Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 


Bacteriological  examination  of  samples  of  vmter  and-^milk  continues 
to  be  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Hull,  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  J,  K.  McCoy. 

Housing 

Estimates  of  future  slum  clearance  and  future  housing  needs  have 
been  prepared  as  requested  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government,  Eorty  six  houses  v/ere  listed  in  representation  to 
the  Council. 

The  Council  has  continued  to  help  people  willing  to  improve  their 
houses  by  giving  Improvement  Grants  both  Standard  and  Discretionary. 
Eleven  Discretionary  grants  and  two  Standard  grants  were  paid 
during  1962. 

Sixteen  new  dwelling  have  been  built;  six  houses  were  demolished. 
Some  of  these  were  subject  to  demolition  orders  made  in  1936'.

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Bewage  Disposal 

The  extensive  re sewering  of  Hunmanhy  has  heen  completed.  The 
object  of  this  work  v/as  to  effect  a separation  of  foul  sewage 
from  storm  and  spring  water  and  this  has  very  le.rgely  been 
accomplished.  The  sev/age  works  are  now  able  to  cope  more 
easily  with  the  reduced  flow  of  foul  sewage  and  are  no  longer 
swamped  by  storm  water. 

The  capacity  of  the  sewage  works  has  been  doubled.  Some  further 
supplementary  severs  to  the  Northgate  and  High  Lane  areas  will 
be  needed  owing  to  increased  housing  development  and  the 
increase  in  the  use  of  water. 

It  will  also  be  necessary  to  screen  the  crude  sewage  before 
passing  it  through  the  filtration  beds. 

The  scheme  for  the  sewerage  of  the  southern  area  of  the 
District  is  a;?aiting  the  sanction  of  the  Minister  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government, 

Refuse  Collection 

The  system  is  unchanged  and  has  been  able  to  cope  v/ith  the 
expected  increase  in  refuse. 

Household  Refuse  of  all  description  excepting  Trade  Refuse  is 
collected.  There  is  no  need  for  anyone  to  dump  covertly 
bedsteads,  sofas  and  such  in  lonely  parts  of  the  Rural  District. 

One  of  our  Councillors  discovered  a man  in  the  act  of  dumping 
refuse  on  his  farm.  He  questioned  him  and  the  offender  admitted 
that  he  came  from  Scarborough, 

If  neighbouring  Authorities  were  more  liberal  in  their  definition 
of  household  refuse  such  incidents  would  not  occur. 

The  Cesspool  Emptier  is  novf  in  its  tenth  year  of  use  and  is 
due  for  its  second  reconditioning.  It  is  in  the  vintage  class 
and  still  efficient  thanks  to  careful  maintenance. 

Food  and  Meat 

Cn  notification  all  animals  slaughtered  are  inspected. 

Food  Inspection  - Inspection  of  food  premises  is  to  be 
tightened  up.  The  ever  increasing  number  of  holiday  makers 
and  their  catering  needs  makes  this  necessary. 

Caravans  and  Caravan  Sites 

There  are  more  caravans  than  dvfelling  houses  in  the  Rural 
District.  Improvements  continue  to  be  made  in  the  field  of 
sanitation,  complaints  are  looked  into  and  remedied  when  possible. 
No  permanent  residential  caravans  are  permitted.  This  is  a 
right  decision  by  the  East  Riding  County  Council.  There  is 
no  lack  of  houses  in  the  County;  caravans  have  of  necessity 
accommodation  inferior  to  houses,  and  their  slide  to  slumdom 
is  easier.

Se\7erage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

(a)  1962  saw  an  improvement  in  the  Council's  services.  In 
engaging  one  additional  man  to  m.aintain  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  plant,  the  Council  V7ere  only  partially  successful  in 
meeting  their  liability.  Late  in  the  year  it  became  apparent 
labour  needs  would  have  to  be  increased  for  the  rigours  of  1963. 

Failure  to  maintain  a high  standard  of  effluent  at  sewage  disposal 
works  once  again  brought  criticism  from  the  two  River  Boards, 
Provision  of  access  roads  to  sev/ageworks  now  being  undertaken 
should  do  much  to  improve  this  situation. 

(b)  Hunmanby  Capital  .'.'orks  scheme  for  partial  separation  of 
surface  water  from  the  sewers  was  completed.  Progress  had  been 
hampered  by  bad  weather  conditions  and  many  snags  were  encountered. 

Lessons  learnt  being  the  importance  of  survey  prior  to  beginning 
works;  use  of  closed  circuit  television  might  easily  save  large  sums 
in  future  when  carrying  out  surveys.  Future  schemes  should  utilize 
new  sewer  lines  for  foul  sevvage  and  the  old  sev?er  systems  for 
surface  water.

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(c)  Public  Health  Act,  1961  . With  effect  from  3rd  October,  1962 
it  became  unlawful  to  discharge  farm  effluent  to  public  sewers 
without  the  consent  of  the  Council.  Previously  this  Councils 
policy  was  in  conflict  v/ith  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  The 
Council  resolved  that  in  future  separate  provisior  should  be  made 
by  farmers  to  dispose  of  farm  effluent  and  that  all  existing 
discharges  of  farm  effluent  to  the  public  sewer  should  cease 
within  the  next  five  yea.rs. 

(d)  Burton  Fleming  - Flood  Prevention  Works.  The  Council  undertook 
to  regrade  approximately  55  chains  of  the  Gypsey  Race  at  Burton 
Fleming  and  the  work  was  completed  during  1962  a,t  a cost  of  £755. 
During  I96I  the  highway  was  flooded  and  impassible  to  vehicles 

for  three  months  - there  v;ere  many  complaints. 

(e)  Flixton  - Flood  Prevention  T.orks.  Complaints  made  to  the 
Council  concerning  the  quantity  of  sludge  and  decaying  vegetable 
matter  in  a tributary  to  the  River  Hertford  resulted  in  the  work 
being  undertaken  to  prevent  recurrence  of  flooding.  Costing 
approximately  £Zf60  the  v/ork  to  regrade  was  done  by  hand, 

(f)  Ni,s:htsoil  Collection.  Tvfo  villages  only  v/ere  served. 
Flamborough,  where  seven  properties  still  have  pail  closets  and 
Hunmanby  where  eleven  houses  still  rely  on  the  Council  to  remove 
pail  contents. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

(a)  Refuse  Collection.  A fortnightly  collection  of  household 
refuse  over  a defined  area  comprising  villages  and  excluding 
outlying  properties  continued. 


Refuse  ?;as  removed  from  caravan  sites  during  the  summer  season  - 
the  demand  made  by  caravan  sites  brings  the  collection  service 
to  its  knees.  The  peak  period  during  August  was  made  more 
difficult  by  mechanical  failure  of  a vehicle.  One  vehicle  took 
the  load  and  hard  woi’k  by  the  collectors  prevented  breakdown 
of  the  service. 

In  use  the  Council's  new  50  cubic  yard  capacity  collection  vehicle 
the  Pakamatic  has  proved  an  ideal  tool  for  the  job.  The  large 
loads  reduce  tip-running  and  the  mechanical  loading  device  is  a 
great  benefit.
